Minority  enrollment 
up  2%  over  last  year

While  most  colleges  and 
universities  nationwide  are  seeing 
a  decrease  in  minority  enroll¬ 
ment,  ULowell  has  reversed  the 
trend.  Minorities  at  the  universi¬ 
ty  now  constitute  approximately 
6%  of  all  undergraduate  students, 
a  2%  increase  over  last  year. 

The  man  responsible  for  this 
increase  is  Dr.  J.  Wayne  Dudley, 
Director  of  Minority  Student  Af¬ 
fairs.  In  September  1986  he 
devised  the  Work  Self-Help  Pro¬ 
gram  for  minorities,  “ULowell’s 
secret  weapon,"  as  he  refers  to  it. 

The  program  operates  as  a  net¬ 
work.  Through  his  “satellites,” 
television,  radio,  letters,  high 
schools,  religious  institutions,  he 
is  referred  to  people  who  want  to 
continue  their  education  but  are 
running  into  problems.  He  ad¬ 


vises  and  hopefully,  recruits 
them. 

But  Dr.  Dudley’s  involvment 
doesn't  stop  there.  He  also  assists 
students  in  completing  Financial 
Aid  forms,  organizes  social  and 
cultural  programs,  and  provides 
academic  and  personal  counsell¬ 
ing  to  minority  students  to 
guarantee  a  smooth  transition  to 
the  university. 

Racism  and  sexism  irritate  Dr. 
Dudley.  He  believes  everyone 
deserves  the  chance  for  an  educa¬ 
tion.  He  worries  that  the  decrease 
of  minorities  “will  have  a 
detrimental  impact  on  the  nation” 
and  is  doing  all  he  can  now  to 
prevent  it. 

The  motivating  force  behind 
Dr.  Dudley’s  success  was  clear 
when  he  said,  “I  want  to  see 
America,  America.”

Colleges  Adopt  Drug 
Tests  for  Nonatheletes 

Colleges  may  force  students 
outside  their  athletiq  depart¬ 
ments  to  take  mandatory  drug 
tests.  Last  week,  the  Univer¬ 
sity  of  Arizona’s  College  of 
nursing  formally  began 
debating  a  proposal  that  would 
make  nursing  students  who  ex¬ 
hibit  “inappropriate” 
behavior  take  urinalyses  to  see 
if  they’ve  taken  any  illicit 
drugs.  Students  who  test 
positive  could  be  expelled. 

Meanwhile,  Central  Florida 
Community  College  in  Ocala 
has  started  making 
cheerleaders,  music  students 
and  members  of  theater  and 
dance  groups  take  drug  tests. 
CFCC  president  said  the 
policy  will  apply  to  any  stu¬ 
dent  in  a  position  to  represent 
the  school.

r  i  new  study  Trv- 

itvares  A  survey  released  last 
-  eek  of  no*  monthly  student 
loan  repayments  affect  recent 
New  England  college  grads’ 
buying  decisions  found  that, 
though  the  students  complain¬ 
ed  of  debt  burdens,  those 
burdens  didn't  stop  them  from 
buying  things.  While  30%  of 
students  surveyed  complained 
their  monthly  payments  hurt 
them,  the  payments  had  no  ef¬ 
fect  on  whether  they  decided 
to  buy  a  car  or  home,  get  mar¬ 
ried  or  move  out  of  their 
parents’  houses.

Collegians  May  Be  Next 
At  Risk  in  Aids  Epidemic 

College  students  may  be  the 
next  most  likely  population  to 
be  at  risk  of  contracting  AIDS. 
In  June,  U.S.  Surgeon  General 
C.  Everett  Coop  warned  Con¬ 
gress  of  a  potential  “explo¬ 
sion”  in  the  number  of  teens 
who  get  AIDS. Some  colleges 
have  tried  to  warn  students  by 
distributing  flyers,  installing 
condom  vending  machines  to 
promote  “safe  sex”. 

At  a  Boston  AIDS  con¬ 
ference  last  week,  several  doc¬ 
tors  claimed  the  risk  of 
catching  the  virus  through 
heterosexual  contact  is 
relatively  slight.  The  chance  of 
contracting  AIDS  from  a 
single  heterosexual  contact, 
reported  Dr.  James  Godert  of 
the  National  Cancer  Institute, 
may  be  less  than  one  in  a 
million.  But  he  quickly  added 
that  the  report  encourages  “a 
false  sense  of  security,”  and 
that  ignoring  “safer  sex” 
practices  can  be  fatal.

On  Wednesday,  the  students 
decided  who  they  wanted  to  fill 
the  open  Student  Government 
positions.  Actually,  less  than  one 
hundred  had  cast  their  vote  by 
1 1 :00  a.m.  This  was  not  a  suprise 
to  anyone.  Less  than  twenty  per¬ 
cent  of  the  student  body  has  voted 
at  any  given  race  in  recent  years. 
Election  of  1985 

In  the  spring  of  1985,  one  of 
the  largest  and  most  controversial 
elector ial  contests  was  faught.  It 
was  that  election  that  Fred 
Winsmann  was  accused  of 
violating  election  policy  by  hang¬ 
ing  campaign  posters  near  the 
voting  area.  Studnet  Court  later 
found  him  innocent  and  he  was 
awarded  the  title  of  Student 
Trustee. 

It  was  also  during  that  election 
period  when  candidates  offered 
free  shuttle  service  to  and  from 
North  and  South  as  an  attempt  to 
solicit  votes.  Other  candidates 
gave  out  pens  with  their  names 
emblazened  on  them.  This  elec¬ 
tion  also  saw  wall-sized  posters  of 
candidates  on  many  buildings  on 
campus  after  the  SGA  decided  ag- 
fainst  having  the  poster  policy. 

With  such  strong  politicking 
around  campus,  one  would 
assume  that  the  student  body 


would  gather  en  masse  to  the 
voting  areas.  The  actuality  of  the 
event  was  that  less  than  one  fifth 
of  the  entire  student  body  voted. 
Low  turnout  in  1985 
•  During  the  election  of  1986,  a 
less  controversial  match,  only 
boasted  14%  of  the  student  body. 
It  took  only  291  people  to  re-elect 
Fred  Winnsman  to  his  second 
term  as  Student  Trustee. 

Last  spring,  Fallon  and 
Cahalane  held  sweeping  favor 
among  voters  and  still  only  869 
students  decided  who  would  be 
Student  Trustee  and  who  would 
be  Student  Government 
President. 

It  was  thought  that  the  election 
of  Homecoming  King  and  Queen, 
a  usually  popular  contest,  would 
help  attract  students  to  the  polls 
this  week.  With  less  than  4%  of 
the  student  body  voting  by  1 1 :00 
a.m.  it  became  evident  that  very 
few  students  actually  were  in¬ 
terested  in  this  election. 

Historically,  students  fail  to 
become  interested  in  these  posi¬ 
tions.  They  fail  to  see  the  need  for 
intelligent  elected  officials.  They 
fail  to  become  interested  enough 
to  run  for  these  governmental 
posts.  In  the  end,  the  Student 
Government  is  left  with  many 
open  positions  after  each  election.

Yale  denies  being  a  gay  college 


Apparently  trying  to  calm 
alumni  fears  --  and  preserve  a 
rich  source  of  donations  to  the 
school  --  Yale  President  Enno  C. 
Schmidt  last  week  sent  a  letter  to 
some  2,000  fundraisers  condem- 
ing  an  August  newspaper  opinion 
piece  that  called  Yale  a  “gay 
school.” 

The  article,  run  on  a  commen¬ 
tary  page  of  the  Aug.  4  Wall 
Street  Journal,  alleged  25  percent 
of  Yale’s  students  are 
homosexual. 

Schmidt  charged  the  piece, 
written  by  Yale  grad  and 
freelance  writer  Julie  Iovine, 
“painted  a  lurid  picture  of  this 
place”  and  had  “no  basis  in 


fact”. 

During  the  1986-87  fiscal  year, 
Yale  raised  $31.1  million  in 
donations  from  alumni,  some  of 
whom  wrote  Schmidt  in  the  com¬ 
mentary’s  aftermath  to  ask  about 
its  veracity. 

In  his  letter,  Schmidt  lamented, 
“It  is  too  bad  that  serious,  con¬ 
cerned  readers  can  be  misled  by 
such  journalistic  drivel.” 

Journal  Leisure  and  Arts  page 
editor  Raymond  Sokolov  said  he 
was  sorry  Schmidt  was  upset  by 
the  article,  but  refused  to  disown 
it. 

“I  think  the  reaction  has  been 
really  extreme,”  Iovine  said. 
“I’m  not  saying  that  Yale  is  over¬ 


run  by  gays.”  Even  if  it  was, 
“what’s  wrong  with  that?” 

Meanwhile,  the  Yale  Daily 
News  reported  on  Sept.  18  that 
the  Yale  chapter  of  the  Kappa 
Alpha  Theta  sorority  still  had 
1985  guidelines  from  the  national 
chapter  for  ridding  the  houses  of 
members  “engaging  in  homosex¬ 
ual  acts.” 

The  guidelines,  written  by  the 
national  chapter,  suggest  pointing 
out  to  the  student  involved  that 
homosexuality  is  “illegal,”  and, 
if  the  student  continues  to  flaunt 
the  rules,  says  the  chapterr  should 
ask  the  member  to  resign. 
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Relative  of  Benjamin  Linder

Benjamin  Linder  was  born  on  teach  people  to  build  and  operate 


July  7,  1959,  the  last  of  three 
children.  He  attended  elementary 
school  in  San  Francisco  until  he 
was  eleven  years  old,  when  his 
family  moved  to  Portland, 
Oregon.  He  graduated  from 
Adams  High  School  in  1976  and 
went  on  to  attend  the  University 
of  Washington  in  Seattle,  receiv¬ 
ing  a  B.S.  degree  in  mechanical 
engineering  in  1983. 

Ben  Linder  went  to  Costa  Rica 


their  own  power  plants  so  they 
could  construct  and  operate  a 
machine  shop,  a  lumber  mill,  and 
a  rice-processing  facility.  A 
200-kilowatt  mini-hydroelectric 
plant  was  to  be  the  first  project. 
Ben  was  the  engineer  on  the 
project. 

In  March  1987  there  were  a 
large  number  of  contra  attacks  in 
the  El  Cua/Bocay  region.  In 
Ben’s  opinion,  the  contras  were 
engaging  in  a  planned  effort  to 


destroy  every  symbol  of  progress 
in  the  lives  of  the  people  in  and 
around  El  Cua,  including  the 
electrification  project  and  all  the 
personnel  involved. 

It  was  while  measuring  the 
water  flow  in  a  stream  about  one 
mile  from  San  Jose  de  Bocay  that 
Ben  and  two  Nicaraguan 
coworkers  were  killed  on  April 
28,  1987.  A  family  member  of 
Ben  Linder  will  speak  at  Little 
Theatre  in  Mahoney  Hall  at  1 : 00 
p.m.  Friday,  October  16th  as  part 
of  a  national  tour. 


during  the  summer  of  1982  to 
learn  Spanish.  Upon  graduation 
from  the  University  of 
Washington  he  went  to 
Nicaragua,  where  he  obtained  a 
salaried  position  with  the  Na¬ 
tional  Energy  Institute  (INE),  the 
Nicaraguan  public  utility  depart¬ 
ment.  He  worked  for  INE  until 
October  1986,  at  first  on  a 
geothermal  power  project.  Then, 
in  1984,  he  began  working  on  a 
pilot  project  to  develop  a  very 
small,  100-kilowatt  hydroelectric 
plant  for  the  remote  town  of  El 
Cua  in  northern  Nicaragua 
(Region  VI).  The  plant  was  suc¬ 
cessfully  completed  on  May  I, 
1986,  the  first  plant  of  its  kind  to 
be  completed  since  the 
revolution. 

In  October  1986,  Ben  left  INE 
to  devote  all  his  time  to  develop¬ 
ing  the  light  industry  in  the  area 
stretching  from  EL  Cua  to  San 
Jose  de  Bocay,  a  little  further  to 
the  north.

>enes  opener  the  crew’s  quarters 
is  detached  from  the  part  of  the 
>rip  containing  the  engines  in 
order  to  get  the  women  and 
children  away  from  the  battle. 
While  the  section  with  the  warp 
drives  goes  off  to  battle,  the 
engineless  crew  section  continues 
on  its  way  to  the  port,  presumed¬ 
ly  by  inertia,  then  slows  down 
and  makes  orbit  without  any 
engines  to  slow  it  down.  Plot 
devices  are  one  thing,  bad  science 
is  another. 


Plots?  Why,  Star  Trek  has  one 
or  two.  The  two  hour  movie 
premiere  was  a  smorgasbord  of 
story  ideas  from  the  old  series. 
Without  shame,  they  dredged  up 
the  idea  of  putting  the  Enterprise 
crew  on  trial.  How  many  times 
had  this  been  used  before?  In  the 
second  show  they  imperiled  the 
crew  with  a  mysterious  disease 
from  the  early  Star  Trek  that 
caused  the  crew  to  want  to 
disrobe  and  ignore  propriety  and 
their  duties.

The  old  show  was  about 
“human  relations”  and  the  in¬ 
teractions  of  the  characters.  We 
had  a  captain  who  had  “dated” 
every  woman  in  the  galaxy,  a 
science  officer  with  no  emotions 
and  green  skin,  and  a  crusty  old 
doctor.  We  also  had  lots  of  shin, 
shown  at  every  possible  moment. 

The  new  show  boasts  both  a

Like 
the  movies,  they  spent  a  lot  of 
money  but  didn't  take  any  chance 
with  the  old  Star  Trek  formulas. 
The  movies  were  rehashes  of  old 
plots.  If  they  had  made  logical 
science  fiction  instead  of  retreads, 

I  and  all  the  faithful  trekies  would 
have  made  them  filthy  rich.  Yes, 
we  went  to  each  movie  once, 
maybe  even  twice,  but  that 
doesn’t  compare  to  the  seven 
times  I  sat  through  Star  Wars  in 
1977.

Recommendations  to  prevent  transmission  of  AIDS 


AIDS  (Acquired  Immune  Deficien¬ 
cy  Syndrome)  is  a  breakdown  in  the 
bodies  immune  system,  that 
predisposes  those  with  the  Syndrome 
to  the  development  of  secondary 
diseases,  which  do  not  occur  in  peo¬ 
ple  wth  normally  functioning  im¬ 
munity. 

Researchers  have  identified  the 
cause  of  AIDS  as  a  virus  named  HIV. 
This  virus  is  closely  related  to  cancer 
causing  agents. 

Infection  with  the  virus  does  not 
always  mean  the  person  will  develop 
AIDS.  Most  people  with  the  infection 
remain  in  good  health  while  others 
may  develop  the  disease  with  dif¬ 
ferent  degrees  of  severity  from  mild 
to  extremely  serious. 

Those  who  appear  to  be  at  the 
greatest  risk  for  developing  the  syn¬ 


drome  include  homosexual  and  bisex¬ 
ual  men,  intravenous  drug  users, 
those  who  receive  contaminated 
blood  or  blood  products  during  a 
tranfusion,  heterosexual  contacts  of 
those  people  who  are  infected  with 
HIV. 

There  is  no  evidence  thus  far  to 
show  that  HIV  is  transmitted  through 
casual  contact,  the  air  or  food.  The 
virus  is  spread  through  sexual  con¬ 
tact,  exposure  to  infected  blood  or 
blood  products.  The  virus  has  been 
isolated  in  blood,  semen,  saliva, 
tears,  urine  and  most  recently  in 
vaginal  secretions. 

Recommendations  released  by  the 
Center  for  Disease  Control  of  the 
prevention  of  the  transmission  of 
AIDS,  and  be  useful  guidelines  to 
follow  for  those  students  living  in 


Residence  Halls,  and  Apartments 
with  other  students. 

1 .  Careful  handwashing  when  you 
have  been  in  contact  with  others  or 
their  environment  is  probably  the 
most  important  practice  to  develop 
and  maintain. 

2.  Mouth  to  mouth  sharing  of  food 
or  utensils  should  be  discouraged.  No 
special  precautions  involving  food, 
dishes  or  utensils  are  needed.  Regular 
washing  of  dishes  and  utensils  with 
soap  and  hot  water  before  they  are  us¬ 
ed  by  others  is  enough. 

3.  Personal  hygiene  items  such  as 
razors,  toothbrushes,  etc.  should  not 
be  shared. 

4.  Kitchen  and  bath  facilities  can 
be  shared  with  others.  Normal 
sanitary  practices  used  in  any 
household  should  be  followed. 


5.  All  foods  (ie:  fruits  and 
vegetables)  should  be  washed  or  com¬ 
pletely  cooked  before  eaten. 

A  number  or  recommendations 
also  have  been  released  concerning 
sex  and  making  sex  safer.  To  prevent 
the  further  transmission  of  AIDS,  the 
following  is  suggested: 

1.  Do  not  have  sex  with  persons 
known  to  have  or  suspected  of  hav¬ 
ing  AIDS,  or  known  to  be  carriers  of 
the  virus. 

2.  Do  not  have  sex  with  multiple 
partners  or  with  those  who  have 
multiple  partners.  The  more  partners 
you  have  the  greater  your  risk  of  con¬ 
tracting  AIDS. 

3.  Do  not  inject  illicit  drugs.  If  you 
do  inject  drugs,  you  may  decrease  the 
risks  of  contacting  AIDS  by  not  shar¬ 
ing  needles  or  syringes. 


4.  Do  not  have  sex  with  people 
who  inject  drugs. 

5.  Avoid  anal  intercourse.  The 
passive  partner  may  be  at  greater  risk 
due  to  tissue  injury  to  the  rectum. 

6.  Protect  yourself  and  your  part¬ 
ner  during  sexual  activity: 

-  avoid  sexual  practices  that  may 

cause  tissue  injury 

-  avoid  oral-genital  contact 

-  avoid  open-mouthed,  intimate  kiss¬ 
ing  (no  documented  cases  of  AIDS 
have  been  linked  to  open-mouthed, 
intimate  kissing  but.... 

-  avoid  contact  with  any  body  fluid 
(semen,  blood,  feces,  urine,  etc.)

Peer  Information  and  Referral  Center  opens

The  Peer  Information  and 
Referral  Center,  otherwise 
known  as  PIRC,  officially  open¬ 
ed  on  Monday,  September  21, 
1987.  PIRC  used  to  be  known  as 
the  Student  Health  and  Informa¬ 
tion  Center.  Officers  in  the  old 
Center  decided  last  spring  that  the 
name  and  the  format  of  the  club 
should  be  changed-to  avoid  con¬ 
fusion  with  other  groups  on  cam¬ 
pus,  such  as  the  Student  Health 
Services  and  the  SIC,  and  to  ex¬ 
pand  its  program. 

When  Robert  Sardy-the  dirc- 
tor  of  PIRC  and  co-director  of  the 
former  Student  Health  and  Sex¬ 
uality  Center  was  asked  about  the 
change,  he  said,  “We  had  a  lot 


of  problems  as  we  were  constant¬ 
ly  being  confused  with  the  Stu¬ 
dent  Health  Services.  It  got  to  the 
point  where  people  were  coming 
to  us  with  strep  throat.  People 
also  asked  us  what  we  do  up  there 
(in  South  S.U.B.  room  338).  No 
one  really  understood  that, 
although  we  do  pregnancy  testing 
and  birth  control  information,  we 
also  do  peer  counseling  and  refer 
people.  Changing  the  name  of  the 
club  was  no  big  deal  either.  The 
S.H.S.C.  is  a  result  of  an  earlier 
name  change.  The  original 
center,  which  was  formed  in  the 
early  1970's,  was  called  the  Peer 
Sex  Information  Center.  The  for¬ 
mat  of  the  club  has  not  really 
changed  that  much  either.  Now, 


in  addition  to  doing  pregnancy 
testing  and  bith  control  informa¬ 
tion,  we  will  also  offer  informa¬ 
tion  on  eating  disorders,  stress 
management,  fitness,  cancer, 
etc/’ 

PIRC  plans  to  work  with  such 
groups  as  the  Health  Education 
Club,  the  Student  Health  Ser¬ 
vices,  and  the  AIDS  Task  Force 
Committee  of  ULowell.  PIRC 
plans  to  have  articles  in  the  Con- 
nectoron  health  information, 
speakers,  information  booths,  and 
instruction  in  CPR. 

All  students  are  welcome  to 
become  members  of  PIRC.  Stop 
by  SUB  room  338  on  South  Cam¬ 
pus  anytime.  Meeting  hours  will 
be  announced  within  the  next  few 
weeks.

What 
was  found  was  that  the  library  personnel  decided  it  was 
best  to  close  on  the  weekend  and  open,  naturally,  on  the 
holiday.  No  announcement  of  this  action  was  to  be  found, 
short  of  reading  the  small  sign  hung  by  the  door. 

Periodicals  are  another  problem.  When  inquiring  as  to 
their  locale  the  response  is  that  they  were  moved  and 
nobody  knows  to  where.  Copier  out  of  paper?  We  don’t 
have  the  keys  to  that,  sorry. 

The  facilities  are  poor  enough.  To  allow  students  to  be 
so  inconvenienced  during  exam  time  is  outrageous.  It  is 
time  for  the  libraries  to  do  more  than  say  they’re  sorry. 


To  the  Editor: 

I  was  surprised  and  hurt  by  the 
October  8.  1987  article  of  Chuck 
Mahaleris  “More  Hazing  on 
Campus”,  the  article  is  more 
emotional  editorial  than  hard,  fac- 
tual  news. 

As  a  former  Editor  of  the  Con¬ 
nector,  I  am  surprised  because  I 
know  how  far  the  Connector  has 
come  in  its  efforts  to  promote 
quality  journalistic  behavior  inter¬ 
nally.  As  the  Resident  Director  of 
Bourgeois  Hall,  I  was  hurt  by  the 
clever  manipulation  of  facts  by  a 
News  Editor  who  should  know 
better. 

Mr.  Mahaleris  fails  to  attribute 
his  information  to  even  confiden¬ 
tial  sources',  yet  he  presents  that 
information  in  a  very  specific 
fashion.  I  was  one  of  the  sources 
and  l  am  displeased  at  this  misuse 
of  information.  Nor  are  the 
powers-that-be  asked  their  opi¬ 
nion.  A  phone  call  to  the  Direc¬ 
tor  of  Residence  Life,  Larry 
Siegel,  would  reveal  the  ad¬ 
ministration’s  position  (Semester 
opening  events  from  Toga  Party 
through  UBU  II,  including  the 
two  events  in  Bourgeois,  did  not 
involve  hazing). 

For  the  record,  there  is  a  broad 
difference  between  “do  as  we  tell 
you,  or  you  aren’t  welcome"  and 
activities  in  which  students  do  as 
they  desire  within  an  acceptable 
framework.  The  problems  with 
these  activities  involve  poor  judg¬ 
ment,  arrogance,  or  stupidity. 
The  most  awful  reality  has  always 
been  “But  we  didn't  mean  to  hurt 
him”. 


The  real  problem  with  the  arti¬ 
cle  though  wasn’t  the  facts;  they 
are  outlined  and  for  the  most  part 
correct.  The  problem  is  the 
editorial  bias  of  a  news  article, 
particularly  as  it  appears  on  page 
1 .  Mahaleris  determines  students' 
levels  of  drunkenness,  accuses  a 
drunken  freshman  of  smashing  a 
window(not  the  case),  and  his  ar¬ 
ticle  reads  as  though  everyone  in¬ 
volved  drinks,  drank  and  was 
drunk.  He  also  disregards  infor¬ 
mation  given  to  him  about 
discipline  against  students  who 
broke  rules,  and  totally  misinter¬ 
prets  the  activities  surrounding 
the  Talent  Show  at  Concordia 
Hall.  In  reality,  the  students  were 
not  drunk  or  crass,  they  were  in¬ 
vited,  were  well  received  in  Con¬ 
cordia  and  even  assisted  in  the 
clean-up  afterwards.  Doesn’t 
Mahaleris  believe  in  fact  check¬ 
ing,  or  is  he  using  a  Ouija  board 
to  help  him  write  his  stories? 
Mahaleris  ends  his  article  with 
a  thoughtful  tie  claiming  a  fine 
line  has  been  drawn  between  haz¬ 
ing  and  voluntary  hazing.  On  the 
contrary,  the  University  has  mov¬ 
ed  quickly  to  define  hazing,  has 
punished  appropriately  when  it 
has  occurred,  and  has  watched 
and  listened  intently  in  an  effort 
to  protect  students  from  the  ir¬ 
responsible  actions  of  the  few  . 
Perhaps  a  better  story  would  be 
on  how  a  biased  observer  misuses 
his  privilege/power  as  a  jour¬ 
nalist.

Defining  voluntary  hazing 


As  a  residence  life  staff  member 
and  co-coordinator  of  Bourgeois 
2's  ‘Welcome  Freshmen  Night4,  I 
would  like  to  comment 
on  the  October  8  Connector  arti¬ 
cle.  More  Hazing  on  Campus.4 

In  this  article,  Mr.  Mahaleris 
concludes  that,  a  fine  line  has  been 
drawn  where  hazing  begins  and 
where  voluntary  hazing  takes  over. 

It  is  a  given  that  many  establish¬ 
ed  organizations  have  an  initiation 
of  sorts  for  its  new  members.  I  can 
remember  back  in  Boy  Scouts 
when,  on  our  first  camping  tnp.  we 
were  left  to  care  for  our  ‘injured* 
scout  leaders  during  the  day  and 
told  ghost  stories  and  having  our 
tents  collapse  on  us  during  the 
night. 

Hazing  you  say?  1  guess  it's  all 
in  how  you  see  it.  In  addressing  the 
events  that  occured  on  September 
24,  they  did  happen  just  as  Mr. 
Mahaleris  wrote.  Some  of  our  men 
did  drink  to  the  point  of  intoxica¬ 
tion  and  a  floor  resident  did  break 
a  window  during  the  course  of  the 
evening.  Our  floor  was  reprimand¬ 
ed  by  the  R.D.  for  the  damage, 
violating  posted  quiet  hours,  and 
public  drinking.  The  probation 
placed  on  second  floor  was 
understood  and  obeyed  by  all 
residents.  In  the  case  of  Concor¬ 
dia's  talent  night,  the  R.A.s  from 
Bourgeois  basement  coordinated 
with  the  Concordia  staff  in  bring 


ing  their  freshmen  over  to  par¬ 
ticipate  in  a  skit.  Some  of  their 
men,  too,  drank  to  the  point  of  in¬ 
toxication,  but  their  behavior  was 
monitored  by  both  staffs  and  no 
major  incidents  occured.  All  in  at- 
tendence  had  a  great  time,  as  was 
reported  by  all  staff  members. 

Mr.  Mahaleris  does  mention  that 
the  freshmen  volunteered  for  these 
activities  and  that  all  had  a  good 
time,  including  those  who  were  in¬ 
itiated.  I  would  like  to  stress  that 
the  freshmen  were,  indeed,  told 
that  they  did  not  have  to  participate 
in  any  part  that  they  did  not  want 
to;  and,  indeed,  some  did  not. 
Those  who  did  not,  however,  had 
prior  commitments  such  as  study 
hall  or  work.  The  rest  were  eager 
to  participate.  In  fact,  some  of 
Bourgeois  l‘s  freshmen  dressed  up 
on  their  own  and  joined  the  base¬ 
ment  freshmen,  anticipating  a  fun 
time. 

Mr.  Mahaleris  does  seem  to 
make  an  issue  of  the  drinking  that 
occured  on  both  occasions.  As  I 
have  already  mentioned,  the 
freshmen  did  not  have  to  do 
anything  that  they  did  not  want  to. 
No  one,  on  either  occasion,  was 
made  to  drink.  Those  who  did,  did 
so  on  their  own,  and  were  later  held 
responsible  for  their  actions. 

I  can  sympathize  with  the  posi¬ 
tion  of  the  fraternities  and  sororities 
that  all  are  being  punished  for  the 


deeds  of  the  few.  but  the  tone  of 
last  week's  article  was  very 
negative  for.  not  just  Bourgeois 
Hall,  but.  the  entire  residence  life 
program.  In  the  past  two  years,  the 
Office  of  Residence  Life  has  made 
great  strides  in  community  and  stu¬ 
dent  development,  it  promises 
much  more  in  the  years  to  come, 
and  has  thus  become  one  of  the 
more  respected  organizations  on 
campus. 

I  can  understand  the  reasoning 
behind  Mr.  Mahaleris*  article,  but 
I  just  cannot  compare  dressing  up 
as  women  and  singing  to  Eames 
Hall  or  highly  successful  programs 
such  as  Concordia's  Talent  Night 
and  Fox  Tower's  UBU  with  wrap¬ 
ping  a  man  up  in  a  sleeping  bag  and 
putting  him  under  a  space  heater  till 
he  goes  into  a  coma,  threatening  his 
life.  I  also  feel  that  it  is  not  fair  that 
these  two  isolated  alcohol  incidents 
should  be  singled  out  when  many 
of  the  fraternities  on  campus  have 
sponsored  keg  parties,  I  hazard  to 
say,  more  than  once  a  semester. 

Mr.  Mahaleris  makes  his  bias 
clear  in  his  article  and.  as  a  result,

WHO  IS  JESUS? 


In  my  article  last  week,  some 
facts  were  given  in  evidence  of 
the  authority,  reliability  and 
validity  of  the  New  Testament 
documents.  It  is  important  that 
one  see  the  New  Testament  as  all 
the  above  before  one  examines 
what  the  New  Testament  teaches 
about  who  Jesus  is,  and  what  He 
says  about  what  mankind  must  do 
to  be  a  Christian  and  go  to 
heaven. 

Who  is  Jesus?  Most  know  that 
Jesus  is  the  Son  of  God.  He  is. 
On  one  occasion  when  the 
disciples  were  gathered  with 
Jesus,  He  asked  them,  “Who  do 
you  say  I  am?"

Now  we  know  that  to  be  the  son 
of  someone  means  that  the  son 
shares  the  nature  of  his  father. 
Jesus,  being  the  Son  of  God,  is 
also  God  the  Son  (2nd  Person  of 
the  Trinity).  His  nature  is  Diety. 

Let’s  stay  in  the  Gospel  of 
John.  The  Gospel  opens  with 
John  stating  that  a  Person  called 
“WORD"  was  with  God.  He 
states  the  “the  Word  was  God” 
(John  1:1).  This  “WORD" 
(God)  became  flesh  (John  1:14). 
John  understood  Jesus  to  be  God 
in  human  flesh.  Jesus  is  also 
EQUAL  in  nature  with  the  Father 


(John  5:18)  and  in  John  8:58, 
Jesus  claims  to  be  the  Eternal  God 
in  human  flesh  (“I  AM“;  c.f. 
with  Exodus  3:14).  The  Gospel 
climaxes  when  Thomas  (of 
“doubting  Thomas”  fame) 
witnesses  the  risen  Jesus  and  wor¬ 
ships  Jesus  as  God  (John 
20:26-28). 

Once  a  person  honestly  ex¬ 
amines  the  evidence  that  the  New' 
Testament  is  totally  reliable  as  a 
historic  document,  it  becomes  ob¬ 
vious  that  the  next  step  be  to  find 
out  what  it  says.  There  can  be  no 
mistaking  the  fact  that  Jesus 
claims  to  be  God,  his  disciples 
understood  Him  to  be  God,  and 
that  Jesus  proved  this  empirical¬ 
ly  by  raising  Himself  bodily  from 


the  dead. 

Those  who  doubt  the  validity  of 
the  New  Testament  documents 
must  present  evidence  to  the  con¬ 
trary.  I’m  open  to  discussion  on 
anything  one  can  find.  Until  then, 
if  you're  doubting,  you  are  doub¬ 
ting  in  the  face  of  all  the  evidence 
which  testifies  to  the  historicity, 
validity,  and  authority  of  the  New’ 
Testament. 

Now,  if  the  New  Testament  is 
true  then  the  claims  contained  in 
it  about  Jesus  are  true.  And  if 
.Jesus  is  God  in  human  flesh,  and 
He  is,  then  what  he  has  to  say 
about  heaven  and  hell  must 
seriously  be  considered.. .watch 
for  my  next  article.
